A cow belonging to the Azamgarh 
cattle pound was y eee by a butcher ata public auction for Rs. 101, but on 
receipt of an application from the Hindus Mr a ordered it to be made 
over to them on receipt of the price. Again, the Hindus complained that the 
prices of kine sold at the cattle pound were raised by butchers simply te annoy 
them, and therefore the Magistrate issued orders to the effect that kine should 
be made over to them on payment ofa fair price. Judging from the hostile 
attitude of the Hindus, he considered it necessary to take precautions against the . 
occurrence of any disturbances on the occasion of the Id, and asked for lists of 
places where kine were usually killed, at Azamgarh and in the interior of the 
district. On receipt of the lists he satisfied himself that they were correct, and 
personally inspected the localities situated within the city. The Musalmdns were then 
told to perform the sacrifices with sufficient secrecy. He sent for some Hindus and 
Musalmans and warned them, and some people who were supposed to be bent on 
committing a disturbance of the peace were required to execute bonds. He sent 
the subordinate officers to certain places in the interior of the district to preserve 
peace and order. From this it will be seen that he took all reasonable precautions t 
avoid riots. The Sub-Inspector of Police at Mhow reported that the town was 
threatened by a mob of 80,000 Hindus. The Magistrate, the District Super 
intendent of Police, and the Civil Surgeon went down to the place and-found the 
gathering to be even larger and accompanied with an elephant and a tent. In the 
affray that ensued six Musalmdns and one Hindu were killed. The District Sup ri 
tendent of Police induced the Musalmans to surrender some kine and to promisé not 
to killkine.
